frau Paroiopil did net cbjeot to the leisure. Also found were several lette-c 
and postcards written In the "!r*eoh language, which were tentatively impounded. 
These letters require evaluation and sill be eithST incorporated in the reoord 
or returned to SUBJECT according to the result of the evaluation. A searoh 
was also mada of DARMOPIL'e automobile (license plate M-AB 9 25), sod of HIS 
desk at the Office of the Proueouto r Munich I. So item* were found which would
